That part of ihe Terms of Confedera- 
tion whicb ivUuJej lo the Ind-ans and 
their lundfl iti eiilitlod to oonsideratiOD, 

Seclioii 13 reads iis ioliows : — 

" The oliarge of lUo Indians and Iho Irng- 
teeahip and rnanaceraont of ibo Lands Ile- 
•etved for tlioir aia and beucfu, slull be 
msumcd by the Dominion Govornniont, and 
B policy as liberal as that hilberlo paraiied 
by tbe BriiisiU Columbia ,Q<>v<rDnanl ebnil 
be ooctiDucd by the'''D'6mlnioD QoverflmeDl 
afier tha Onion. To carry out such a policy 
UaotB of laud of suoh extent us il baa bilber. 
to been the praolico of the British Columbia 
Gofornment to appropriite for thut purpoan 
■ball from time to lime ba oinveyed by Uie 
Local Government in trust for the use and 
fsT) booefit of the Indians on appJiontion ;.o.f the 
DominioD Qovornment ; and io'otiia of dii- 
ogreernent between tbo two Governmsntu 
rcepeoiing tbe qaintity ol suoU iruciB ol 
„ Laud to be lo granted, tbe moiter shall be 
" 'deferred for tbe deoisioa of tbe beoietary ol 
Stale for tbe ColoDiat." 

Wo desire to draw particular iilton- 
tion 10 ibo fttOt Ihiit tlic policy of llio 
Dominion Governraout, iu dealing with 
nr. ibo Indiatis ot this Colotjy, ia to bo i\n 
liberal as that hitherto pursued by our 
Government, aud that aaub tracts of 
land as it has hitherto been the practice 
of our Goverutnunt to uppropriaio for 
that purpose, •'liail, frutu ume to tiiue,bo 
oonvoyod to tho Douiiniou Govorninoiu 
It mudt bo wiiliiti Uio knowled^^u of 
most of our roadora that tha abeonco ol 
anything baring the slightest claim to 
be called an Indian policy baa conati- 
. .tuted ono of the Btoolc griovanoos of tlio 
p-kst ; (ind il h equally ixHorious lh;U 
tbo ridiculously lar!j;o and promiHCnOus 
Bo-o;illed Indian Roserv^s have boon a 
ohronio subjuC; ot oouiplaint, and hav 
in several parts of the Colony Bacioaaly 
retarded settlement. Under these iir 
camstancea wo oiiii only express un- 
qualified hurprise that such words pi 
those to which we havo diroctod particu 
lar attention should havo found their 
way into the Official Terms, i^o euoh 
words .wpro:iiiCorRoratod into tbe Terms 
Bunt to d.tawa;' The Legislature would 
. payer havo pormiltud the perpetration 
* 'of such a griinjokuas Iheso words itn 
ply. Indeed words not unsimilar wore 
proposed to bo insortod duritig tho 
passage of ilio '"'unna ihryugh the local 
Loyi^laLure ; but thoy ^eyokod 0|nly 
ridicule. Tueir appearance ia the Terms 
agreed upon at Ottawa is, therefore, 
Bomelhing domandiog explunatiout If 
the passage referred to were nothing 
mure dangerous tlian a very ill-liinbd 
joke it might bo permitted to pass, in 
consideration of the aatisfaolory natoro 
of the Terms, taken as a whole. But 
1' it isimpoabible to oonceal the fact that 
- serioQS and most injurioas oousequencos 
may lurk beneath wordi so traughi 
with irony to ibo'io ai all familinr with 
the facte, Not that we have any misn 
givings ad to tbo Indian Policy of the 
Dominion. In no parted .North America 
' have the affairs of the aboriginal tribes 
been so' eiioce'ssfully, we ma; say so 
(..1 /admirably manaj»od as they have in 
Canada ; and il is, therefore, with tho 
utmost Bali>fiiclion we hail the exten- 
sion cl tlio Indi.'Ui i'o icy of the Do 
minion to thi-t Colony. Bui it is in iho 
qtt08tiqQj,of ^ndian Keserrea that wo 
disooTer disaatisfaotlon, if not alarm. 
It baa already been slated that the no- 
called Indian Eosorvcs in this Colony 
are ridiculonsly larf<o aiid ill defined, 
Tho foUlors in soyoral districts on tliii 
Island as well as in the Alainland pari 
ol tbe Oolony will fully bear oai these 
reniarks. ' We oould point to instances 
'.where these reserves are, both as to size 
< and location, a mctsi serious obalruotioa 
to eettloment ; whiio iu oihers tlioy 
have boon the oocaaion of futnl nflWiyM 
betwoea the whiles and tho natives. 
Wo could alludo to iustauc^a where tbe 
reserves comprise quantiJes of land 
Buliicient to give to each Indian family 
four or five times as much us a eealor 
is nerraiiiod to acquire under tho Pre- 
emption ln-v ot I no country. We 
could refer to iiiHliiices where tliubi; 
iO-callcd ros'TVes c^mprisa choice 
patches of laud, runrdag hickeliy pick- 
elty through inportant diatriobs iu suoh 
''''' B va!y as to present a lormidaHIe ob- 
stacle to the prof,'re-ia of iraprovoinent. 
\Ve could inslaii'.'u cuaos, no; g(j lar from 
where wo write to ao ho, where those 
reeervcri touch upon important town- 
Bites and constitute a festering blot on 
civilization and common duJeooy, to saj 
■ ' nothing of health and safety. Yet, in 
view of all tho-o IjcLs — facu noioriuuH 
enough, in all c:qi go— il appears to 
have bee n agreed beiweon our Delegates 
and tl'.e Cabinet at Oliuwii thai, iu so 
far as this inequiiou-. reserFO p dioy (?) 
is cqnoornod, it is to ba oareluliy per- 
petuated, instead of, as was hoped, cured 
t.. i by Conlodoration, We are anxious to 
believe that the words to which wo have 
taken particular exception were intro- 
duced thoughtlessly — UuiL ilicir real im- 
port and possible oonaequences wore not 
well oonbidered ; but wo have felt it to 
be bur duty tbus plafiily''to point oui 
' »!;t|ie8e JaOts in order that this partot the 
Te?ra8 may bo all tho more certain to 
receive attention when the proper linu 
comes.

ibat hu has already been far too generous to 
her (lurinj big lile. Ha Icavej to hia wile, ag 
annuity, tho irilerest of X8,0U0, coupled with 
Ibo buiislful reminder lhal be has since their 
31 p-inition allowed her £000 a year. Wt hard- 
ly call this braie or earuest. If Mr Dickeni 
has boon anojred by bia wife's temper or lack 
ol eympiilUy with bia noble nature, some lii> 
(Ceiing touch ol tba buman kindness of which 
we are told that b« '.a tba araogeliiit laight 
have warmed bis heart or bis pen when bs 
came to apeak ot the mother of his children 
with tbe words of a dying man.

brbim /' but, ' after tbe separation, he could 
not bear to bear bis name meciioned. His 
aympatbiea were /iolely with bia wife, aad it 
app'eared a< though "^Boine loved Ideal \ waV 
shattered when Oickaoa told hla wife be 
could HvB with her no longer.
